The rejection of claims 24-30, 36, 37, 40 and 43 under 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph is 

maintained for reasons of record. Applicants arguments are that many drugs are selected based 

on a binding affinity 10 3 M _1 , this is not sufficient to overcome the prior rejection because the 

ubiquitin binding molecule is solely defined by the ability to bind E2 and/or E3. There are no 

structural features provided regarding the ubiquitin recognition molecule.
